PREFACE. 



This volume has been prepared in accordance with the order on the preceding 
page. • 

In the year 1882 a draft of revision of the ordinances was prepared by a joint 
committee of the City Council, consisting of Aldermen Atwood Holmes and John 
Wing, and the President of the Common Council, Isaac B. Tompkins, Jr., and 
Counoilmen William H. Washburn and Arthur E. Perry. This draft, with the 
changes thereto made by the Common Council, was adopted by the City Council 
Dec. 30, 1882, by the ordaining ordinance printed on pages 207-8 of this book. 

The ordinaneos continued in force by this revision, and the Additional Ordi- 
nances passed subsequently, are arranged in chapters following the revision, 
which for convenience the committee have numbered chapters XXXVIII to LV, 
both inclusive. 

There are also contained in this volume the Special Laws affecting the city 
which were printed in the former edition, to which have been added such stat- 
utes as have since been enacted, so that it is believed all such special laws now 
existing are contained herein, and all have been carefully compared to secure 
accuracy in the text. Such General Statutes as are in force in the city by virtue 
of their acceptance, have been enumerated on pages 99-100, but owing to the 
changes therein which are being made yearly by the legislature, it was not 
deemed advisable to pnnt the same in full. 

The charter and such amendments thereto as have occurred since the edition 
of 1876, are now printed ; and those parts of the charter affected by the various 
amendments and not now in force, are noted, and put in different type. 

The head notes and marginal notes to the ordinances have had to be prepared 
entirely anew, involving much time and labor ; but, it is hoped, securing a cor- 
responding increase in the value of the book. Eeferences to public and special 
statutes, and to other ordinances, have also been added to the marginal notes 
for convenient reference. 

The Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, prepared by the joint standing 
committee on ordinances, consisting of Aldermen Stephen W. Hayes and John 
P. Taylor, and Councilmen William A. Church, Arthur E. Perry and Daniel T. 
DevoU ; those of the Board of Aldermen, prepared by a committee consisting of 
the Honorable George Wilson, Mayor, and Robert W. Taber ; and the Rules and 
Orders of the Common Council, prepared by Frank A. Milliken, William A. 
Church and Arthur E. Perry, committee for that purpose, have also been

Street Railway contract, and Ward and Precinct lines, and a very thorough 
index of the whole work.

The preparation of this book has necessarily required much time, and it is 
believed to contain all ordinances now in force and all statutes of particular im- 
portance to the city to this date.

[immediately after a warden, clerk and inspectors shall have been 
elected and sworn ,]» the qualified voters in each ward shall 
give in their votes for mayor, aldermen and common 
council men, as provided in the preceding section :

TOL, into a SEPARATE ToWN BY THE NAME OF NeW

States over Egg Island Shoal, in the harbor of New 
Bedford, to include all of said shoal above or within 
low-water mark, and so much thereof without low- 
water mark as shall be bounded by lines drawn four 
hundred yards distant from and parallel to the faces 
of any fort to be built thereon. Jurisdiction is also 
ceded to the United States over any tract or tracts 
of land on Clark's Point, in the city of New Bedford, 
that may be required by the United States for the pur- 
pose of building and maintaining thereon forts, maga- 
zines, arsenals, dock-yards, wharves, and other struct- 
ures, with their appendages ; and over all the contigu- 
ous shores, flats and waters, within four hundred yards 
from low-water mark; and all right, title and claim 
which this Commonwealth may have to or in the prem- 
ises aforesaid, is hereby granted to the United States :

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AWARD OF THE COMMISSIONERS ON THE 

NEW BEDFORD BRIDGE. 

Commonmealtli of PIa$$ac||U0ett0. 
Bristol, ss. Supreme Judicial Court. 

The undersigned, appointed commissioners by a de- 
cree of said court in and for the county of Bristol, in 
the matter of an act of the legislature of the Common- 
wealth, approved May 12, A. D. 1869, entitled ''An ^.^.''ilfiJ^^J''*'* 
Act to make the New Bedford Bridge Free," (a copy p'^e«6d:«r' 
of which decree, issued from the office of the clerk of 
said county under the seal of said court, and bearing 
date July tenth, A. D. eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
is herewith returned to said court with the certificate of 
qualification thereon,) submit the following report of 
their doings thereunder. 

The commissioners met at Boston on the tenth day Report of the 

V commissionerti' 

of August, A. D. 1869, and, having been first sworn '*"*"^' 
to the faithful and impartial discharge of their duties 
under said decree and the statute therein referred to, 
appointed the thirteenth day of September, then next, 
at the court-house in New Bedford, in said county of 
Bristol, at three of the clock in the afternoon, as the 
time and place for hearing the parties interested in the 
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subject-matter of said decree ; and issued notice thereof 
in writing, which was duly served upon the said New 
Bedford bridge, the board of commissioners of said 
Bristol county, and all the cities and towns in said 
county of Bristol, as appears by said notice and the 
return of service thereon herewith transmitted. 

At the time and place appointed in said notice, we 
met the several parties, who appeared and were repre- 
sented as follows, to wit : The '' New Bedford bridge," 
by Thomas S. Hathaway, Esq., the treasurer, and the 
Hon. T. D. Eliot and Thomas M. Stetson, Esq., their 
attorneys ; the county of Bristol, by their board of com- 
missioners, and the Hon. E. H. Bennett and Thomas 
M. Stetson, Esq., their attorneys ; the city of New Bed- 
ford, by the Hon. Mr. Pierce, their mayor, and E. L. 
Barney, Esq., their solicitor; the town of Fairhaven, 
by Hon. George Marston and Hon. Alanson Borden 
and W. W. Crapo, Esq., their attorneys; the city of 
Taunton and the town of Berkley, by Judge Bennett ; 
the town of Dartmouth, by Messrs. Marston & Crapo ; 
the city of Fall River, by J. C. Blaisdell, Esq. ; the 
town of Somerset, by William L. Slade, Esq. ; the town 
of Swanzey, by Mason Brown ; the town of Acushnet, 
by Benjamin White, chairman of the board of select- 
men ; the town of Attleborough, by N. Crandall, Esq. ; 
and the town of Freetown, by David C. Thrasher. 

The commissioners, in company with the parties and 
their attorneys, visited and made a careful examination 
of the said bridge and causeway, and the piers, abut- 
ments and draws. The gale of September 8th had de- 
stroyed a part of the bridge, so that the same became, 
and is now, impassable to the public, and the examina- 
tion and view was made in boats. A map of the bridge 
was prepared and used at the hearing, showing its di- 
mensions and direction across the river and islands, by 
which it appears that the length of earth- work is 2863 
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feet, and that of trestle-work is 1404 feet ; the total 
length of bridge and causeway being 4267 feet, and the 
width varying from twenty-six to thirty-three feet. It 
has two draws, but only one of them has been for many 
years in use for the passage of vessels. The late gale 
completely destroyed the one in use, excepting the 
piers or foundations. The bridge was built under char- 
ter obtained in 1796, and was opened for travel in the 
year 1800 ; and it appeared that it has been damaged 
l)y storms and wholly or in part rebuilt twice since that 
time. The corporation put in their books of records, 
and also a statement or abstract from the books, pre- 
pared by a competent accountant, showing their re- 
ceipts and expenditures, and allowances for deprecia- 
tion, for a period of thirteen years ending May, 1869. 
Besides the above, a large amount of evidence was 
presented by the several parties bearing upon the ques- 
tions and issues involved in the hearing. It was claimed 
and conceded by all parties that the rule of damages 
was ''the value of the franchise" taken from the bridge 
corporation by the act of the legislature, and that the 
evidence of the income and expenditures, in the past 
and the present condition of the bridge and way, are im- 
portant only as they may show what the right taken 
away is worth for future use, as therel)y we get the 
present value of the franchise. 

The case was fully heard, and elaborately argued by 
the counsel of the several parties, and we have care- 
fully considered the question of the amount of damage 
sustained by the bridge corporation, by the loss of their 
franchise under said act ; and also what cities and towns 
in the county of Bristol are, or will be, specially and 
directly benefited by the provisions of the first section 
of said act ; and in what proportions the damages sus- 
tained shall be paid by the said cities and towns and by 
the county of Bristol respectively. 
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n?ojri2iSJnf'^'*'* And we determine and decree in this behalf that the 
sum of twenty thousand nine hundred and seventy dol- 
lars and thirty-one cents shall be paid to the said *' New 
Bedford bridge" corporation, as damages for the laying 
out their bridge over the Acushnet river between the 
city of New Bedford and the town of Fairhaven, known 
as the New Bedford bridge, including the draws, piers, 
abutments, and ways over Fish Island and Pope's Island, 
respectively so called, as and for a public highway, and 
the same shall be in full compensation to said New Bed- 
ford Bridge corporation, for such laying out. 

Considerable discussion was had by the parties in 
reference to the question whether the commissioners 
were or not bound by the terms of the act itself to de- 
cree a part of the damages upon the county ; and testi- 
mony was offered to show that the practice of the county 
hitherto had been to pay no part of the land damages 
for highways, thus leaving each town and city to make 
and pay for its own roads. It was also shown that the 
practice in this respect was diflTerent in other counties 
in the state. It was also shown that a few towns in the 
southwest part of Plymouth county made use of this 
bridge in going west. The commissioners, in view of 
the importance and great cost of this bridge, and the 
comparative small number directly benefited or accom- 
modated by it, have thought it just to impose a part of
